When a heavy metal door swung 
over her 14-year-old son’s foot, 
ripping the nail almost completely off 
his big toe, Tina Mobley didn’t want 
to take her chances in a crowded 
hospital emergency room or wait for 
an appointment at the pediatrician’s 
office the next day Instead, she drove to 
an urgent-care clinic inside a Wal-Mart in 
Yulee, Fla., near her rural home. Within 
minutes, the doctor on duty numbed the 
pain with an injection, removed the nail, 
and cleaned and bandaged the injury 

Patients who need immediate care 
for injuries and illness, are increasingly 
turning to walk-in urgent-care clinics. 
These facilities aim to fill the gap between 
the growing shortage of primary-care 
doctors and a shrinking number of 
already-crowded hospital emergency 
departments, with no appointment 
necessary and extended evening and 
weekend hours. 

Urgent-care clinics are staffed by 
physicians, offer wait times as little as 
a few minutes and charge $60 to $200 
depending on the procedure— a fraction 
of the typical $1,0 00 -plus emergency 
department visit. Some offer discounts 
and payment plans for the uninsured; for 
those with coverage, co-payments vary 
by insurance plan but may be less than 
half the amount of an ER visit, which can 
range from $50 to $200. 

Urgent-care-center physicians and 
other medical staffers can put casts on 
broken bones, sew up lacerations, provide 
I.V. fluids for dehydrated patients and 
deploy advanced life-support equipment 
for both adults and children. They 
often have equipment not available in 
physicians’ offices, such as X-rays. 

There are currently more than 8,000 
urgent-care centers around the country, 
including about 1,200 affiliated with 
hospitals, and that number is expected to 
expand. 

But as the number of urgent-care 
clinics has grown, so have concerns 
about their quality and safety, as well 
questions about the risks of patients 
substituting urgent-care centers for an 
ongoing relationship with a primary- 
care doctor who coordinates care and 
follows them over time. Recently, the 
Urgent Care Association of America, a 
trade group representing 3,141 urgent- 
care professionals, struck an agreement 
with the Joint Commission, the non- 
profit group that accredits hospitals and 
other health-care organizations, to take 
over accreditation and publish national 
quality standards by 2010. 


EMERGENCY (WAITING) ROOM 

The average time that hospital emergency room patients wait to see a doctor has 
grown to almost an hour, according to new federal statistics released Wednesday. 

The increase is due to supply and demand, said Dr. Stephen Pitts, the lead author 
of the report by the CDC. 

“There are more people arriving at the ERs. And there are fewer ERs,'’ said Pitts, 
an associate professor of emergency medicine at Atlanta's Emory University. 

Another reason for crowding is patients who are admitted to the hospital end up 
waiting in the ER because of the limited number of hospital beds, Pitts added. 

The difficulty many patients have in getting appointments to doctor's offices— which 
causes some to turn to emergency departments— also contributes, experts said. [ ap ] 
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“We’d look far more favorably at an 
urgent-care clinic that was accredited 
than one that wasn’t,” says Troy Brennan, 
chief medical officer at insurer Aetna. 

While Aetna says patients shouldn’t 
seek treatment in an urgent-care facility 
if their condition requires emergency 
services, and encourages them to call 
their doctor first, “if it is a good high- 
quality urgent-care center that can 
keep someone out of the emergency 


department who doesn’t need to be there, 
that is a good thing.” 

But Linda Lawrence, president of 
the American College of Emergency 
Physicians, says the majority of patients 
who show up in the ER belong there 
until their conditions can be evaluated. 
“A patient who says they are having 
indigestion and goes to an urgent-care 
clinic may really be having a heart attack,” 
she said.

China 

Mayor checks out Beijing’s 
state-of-the-art subway

BEIJING On his first full day here, Mayor Daley headed 
not for the famously sculptural sporting arenas, but rather 
for the bowels of the metropolis, taking a ride on a state- 
of-the-art subway that would turn Chicago commuters 
green with envy 

His tour of a spanking-new subway line, one of four 
built since 2002 at a total cost of $7.7 billion, signaled just 
how badly he wants to polish Chicago’s transit system, 
with federal help, as part of its bid for the 2016 Summer 
Games. 

“You have to get this on people’s minds,” he said, adding 
he’d like CTA President Ron Huberman and other transit 
officials to visit Beijing’s system and see if its sleek, quiet- 
riding, wide-bodied carriages can be adapted to Chicago’s 
transit system. 

“Can they manufacture these cars? Do they withstand 
the cold weather? Do they withstand the ice?” he said. 
“We’ve got the system all there. I mean, the ‘E goes right 
to the O’Hare field and right to Midway Airport, which is 
really unusual in most cities.” 

If Chicago beats Madrid, Rio de Janeiro and Tokyo next 
year to become the host city, that would help accelerate 
transit work, the mayor said, adding he would look to the 
federal government for assistance. 

Daley and the Chicago 2016 bid team are in Beijing to 
observe an Olympics in progress, to see what is working 
well and what isn’t, and to campaign for their bid among 
International Olympic Committee members and other 
influential individuals. 


But transportation issues clearly were top of mind, 
especially since an IOC evaluation of the city’s bid this 
spring cited transit plans as an area needing work. Chica- 
go and the other three finalist cities have until February 
to refine their bids. 

With the sleeves of his blue dress shirt rolled up, Dal- 
ey descended into Guomao Station. A cluster of camera 
crews and reporters followed his every move— not just 
Chicago-based journalists, but also reporters from China. 
Curious locals, including a few of the 100,000 volunteers 
blanketing the city, followed the mayor and photographed 
him with their cell phones. 

What was missing from Beijing’s system? To name a few 
things familiar to Chicagoans: Dank station platforms 
with condensation dripping from the ceiling, graffiti, foul 
smells, and the cacophony of screeching wheels and beep- 
ing electronic messages often heard on the CTA. 

“We have a lot to learn,” the mayor told the cohort of 
Beijing transit officials who showed him the new line. 

With great diplomacy, one official answered, “We can 
learn from each other.” 


THE RED LINE, IT’S NOT 

Guomao Station, one of 50 new train stations 
throughout Beijing, provided Mayor Daley an opportu- 
nity to survey what billions can buy. 

Back-lighted screens as well as large-scale video 
panels projected colorful Olympic sponsors’ advertise- 
ments in the brightly lit corridors, where commuters 
can buy tickets on bilingual touch-screen kiosks. Train 
platforms were wide, with sliding glass doors sepa- 
rating the waiting customers from the arriving trains, 
much like the setup for airport shuttles. 

Inside the jumbo cars, much wider than “L” cars, 
seats back up against the windows, with riders facing 
the center of the car. At capacity, each car can accom- 
modate more than 400 riders. (That’s more than four 
times what an “L” car can hold.) 

Illuminated overhead route signs show riders exactly 
where they are, and TV screens will display Olympic 
competitions during the Games, which begin Friday. 


Local Chinese excited 
about Olympic Games

Wei Rao left China 17 years ago deject- 
ed, depressed and without hope. 

Two summers before, he was among 
thousands who were swept up in the heady 
optimism of pro-democracy rallies in Bei- 
jing’s Tiananmen Square. Then came the 
government crackdown. Chinese authori- 
ties crushed the demonstrations, and with 
them, Rao believed, any hope for reform. 
He left, pessimistic about China’s future. 

But time has brought revolutionary 


changes to his homeland. Now when Rao, 
a Bolingbrook resident, visits China, the 
differences are stunning. 

The 2008 Summer Olympics, set to 
start this Friday in Beijing, he said, will be 
a chance for the world to see the progress 
China has made since 1989. 

“To be honest, I thought under commu- 
nist rule, China could never achieve a feat 
like this,” said Rao, 48. “I think it will be 
great.” 

Around the Chicago area, Chinese immi- 



grants echoed similar sentiments. China, a 
once-mighty empire that in recent centuries 
became known as the “sick man of Asia,” 
is strong again. The world may criticize— 
on human rights, on political freedoms, on 
Tibet, on the environment— but there’s no 
denying progress, they said. 

“The conditions are not perfect, but 
over the last 30 years a lot of changes have 
been made,” said Z.J. Tong, president of

the Chicago Chinese Cultural Institute. 

China’s economic progress in the last 
three decades has been no secret. Sky- 
scrapers grow like bamboo in the cities. 
American fast-food joints are a common 
sight, as are other Western brand names 
including Starbucks, Nike and Apple. 

Life was not so rosy when Rao was a 
child growing up in Henan province. 

“Everything was rationed, like sugar and 
pork and meat,” he said. “Those were lux- 
uries.” 
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Advocates eye distracted drivers 


Drivers who knot that necktie, apply 
eye-liner or catch up on e-mail behind the 
wheel are being targeted by state officials 
and safety advocates pushing for a crack- 
down on motorists who fail to focus. 

Distracted drivers who cause deaths 
could face up to three years in prison, a 
$25,000 fine and a revocation of their 
driver’s license for at least one year upon 
conviction of the proposed new offense of 
negligent vehicular homicide.

Using a cell 
phone while driving in front of a school

Lawmakers likely wouldn’t 
tackle the legislation until January 
The proposed changes are in response 
to the burgeoning use of mobile commu- 


nication devices that are prompting more 
and more drivers to take their eyes and 
minds off the road and their hands off the 
steering wheel, authorities said. 

Some drivers think the proposals poten- 
tially infringe on individual rights. 

Deanna Hirt, 25, offers a forgiving tone 
to drivers prone to distraction. 

“I try not to text while driving, but yes, 
I have,” she explained. “I know it’s not 
safe, but I don’t think it should be illegal. 
There’s a safe way to do things.” 

“I drive all over the state and I see a lot of 
things I don’t like,” Illinois Secretary of State 
Jesse White told the Tribune editorial board

On a four-block stretch of West Argyle 
Street where neighbors are more likely 
to greet each other with a Vietnamese 
“chao” than with an English “hello,” the 
many markets and restaurants are cultural 
havens for the Southeast Asian families 
that dominate the neighborhood. 

On Wednesday, many of those residents 
lined Argyle to gaze on the smoldering 
wreckage of two such neighborhood 
pillars, an herbal market and a grocery 
store at the heart of Chicago’s “Little 
Vietnam” that were burned beyond repair 
in an overnight fire. 

As clean-up crews worked to shovel 
debris and board up shattered store 
windows, the two families that owned and 
worked daily at the stores sifted through 
the wreckage of businesses that had been 
in the family for decades. 

“It was like another child to them. They 
had it for over 20 years,” said Jonathan 
Ly, 35, of his parents Kim and Ky Ly, who 
opened the Mien Hoa Market in 1984. 
“They’re pretty shaken up.” 

Nestled next to the Argyle stop of the 
CTA Red Line, the businesses were two 
of four storefronts, also including a real 
estate agency and a Vietnamese/Chinese 
restaurant, severely damaged in the two- 
alarm blaze that broke out about 1 a.m. 
Wednesday. More than 120 firefighters 
fought the fire for three hours before 
it was controlled, fire officials said, and 
occasional flare-ups brought fire engines 
back to the scene throughout the day 


Vinh Dang, 52, whose family opened 
the Vinh Tho store in 1985 to sell herbal 
medicines, roots and tea, said he was 
notified of the fire in the middle of the 
night. But he was still unprepared for the 
extensive damage he witnessed when he 
arrived. 

“It’s horrible, I didn’t expect to see the 
whole roof collapsed,” Dang said as he 
surveyed the charred scene from across 
Argyle Street on Wednesday afternoon. 
“I wouldn’t believe it until I saw it with 
my own eyes.” 


City building inspectors told store 
owners Wednesday that the building 
would have to be demolished. Both the 
Dang and Ly families said Wednesday 
that they had insurance on their stores 
and hoped to rebuild, but wondered 
whether they could wait to return to 
their established place at the heart of the 
neighborhood. 

“It’s probably going to be a long time,” 
Vinh Dang said. “We might have to look 
for a new location .... Even after they 
rebuild, it may not be the same anyway” 


Auburn Gresham man 
shot dead, identified 

Chicago police shot and killed an 
armed man who shot at officers and 
then hid in a gangway on the South 
Side, police said. 

The gunman, identified Wednesday 
as Brandon Teague, 25, hit one officer’s 
shoe and the bulletproof vest of anoth- 
er, but wounded neither one, police said. 
He also opened fire with his semiauto- 
matic gun on a police helicopter hover- 
ing over Auburn Gresham, police said. 

Police approached Teague at 79th and 
Justine Streets about 10:30 p.m. Tues- 
day because they thought he appeared 
suspicious. He opened fire, shooting an 
officer in the shoe without hitting the 
foot, police said. 

Teague then ran to a gangway out- 
side a nearby building at 79th and Bish- 
op Streets to seek refuge, prompting 
SWAT officers to respond, police said. 
Teague fired multiple shots at the offi- 
cers and at the police helicopter over- 
head, police said. 

At some point, he opened fire on 
one of the SWAT officers, striking 
him in his protective vest. The bul- 
let became lodged in a vest pocket, 
police said. 

Police eventually shot Teague and 
found what was believed to be the 
gun used in shooting the officers, said 
Monique Bond, Chicago police spokes- 
woman. 

The standoff lasted until about 
12:30 a.m., police said.

Murder 
rate up in 
Chicago 

Violent crime continued to rise in 
Chicago after a deadly July in which 
62 people were killed, according to 
unofficial numbers provided by a 
police source. 

For the first seven months of 2008, 
murders rose by 18 percent over the 
same period in 2007 and by 9 percent 
for the same period in 2006. According 
to internal police data, 291 people were 
killed from January through July, up 
from 246 in 2007 and 266 in 2006. 

In May and June, the murder rate hov- 
ered at a 13 percent increase for the year 
after a spike in homicides in the spring. 
July furthered the uptick with 19 more 
murders than a year earlier. Still, that 
July tally fell three below 2006 levels 
when there were 65 murders. 

Monique Bond, a spokeswoman for 
the Chicago Police Department, said 
the latest numbers were only prelimi- 
nary But some of the increase could be 
due to gang fights over turf, she said. 
The majority of homicides in Chicago 
are gang-related with high percentages 
of offenders and victims having criminal 
histories, Bond said. 


DIRTY DINING 

City inspectors on Wednesday shut- 
tered a South Side food market after find- 
ing mice feces and what was described as 
“extensive clutter” and numerous open- 
ings that would attract more rodents. 

On Wednesday, inspectors from the 
city’s dumpster task force visited El 
Ranchito at 3900 W. 71st St. to follow up 
on complaints about foul odors and a dirty 
grease disposal unit in the back of the 
business. Inspectors cited them for their 
grease disposal methods, and then went 
inside to find what they considered even 
bigger problems, according to Matt Smith, 
spokesman for the Streets and Sanitation 
Department. 

Mice droppings were found in the meat 
and deli area, in the food preparation area 
and under pallets of bags of rice. The busi- 
ness— which inspectors noted was filled 
with openings— also was dirty, cluttered 
and disorganized, Smith said. 

A man who answered the phone at El 
Ranchito on Wednesday and identified 
himself as a manager confirmed to Red- 
Eye that the food market had been closed, 
but declined to comment further. The 
business can re-open after it presents 
dumpster task force inspectors with a new 
pest control and housekeeping plan as 
well as passes an extensive reinspection, 
Smith said. 


In an about-face from earlier pledges that 
she was innocent of corruption charges lev- 
eled against her, former Aid. Arenda Trout- 
man pleaded guilty in federal court Wednes- 
day to scheming to extort cash in exchange 
for supporting zoning changes and permits 
for developers. 

Troutman stood before U.S. District 
Judge Ruben Castillo in a long, colorful 
summer dress, nodding and quietly answer- 
ing “yes” when the judge asked whether she 
had accepted illegal cash payments. In the 
tax fraud charge, Troutman reported her 
income as $77,801 for the year 2005. Pros- 
ecutors allege that she did not report at 
least $10,000 that she had received in the 
scheme. 

Prosecutors recounted the evidence in 
the case for the judge, including conversa- 
tions with the alderman that an undercov- 
er informant recorded. In one, Troutman 
promised to smooth the way for a develop- 
ment, but then brazenly asked: “What do I 
get out of it?” 


Asst. U.S. Atty. Joseph Alesia told the 
judge that question was often answered 
with campaign donations or cash gifts to a 
women’s auxiliary organization linked to 
Troutman. 

The 20 th Ward Women’s Auxiliary was 
supposed to be a non-profit organization, 
but it failed to file financial reports with the 
state as required. Alesia said unaccounted 
cash withdrawals were taken from the orga- 
nization totaling in the tens of thousands of 
dollars. 

Troutman pleaded guilty to one count of 
mail fraud and one count of tax fraud for fil- 
ing a false return. She faces between about 4 
to 5 years in prison when she is sentenced in 
December. 

The former alderman did not comment 
as she left the Dirksen U.S. Courthouse. 

Her attorney, Sam Adam Jr., said she 
would not cooperate against anyone else 
in any corruption probe by the govern- 
ment but simply wanted to put the case 
behind her. 


Bomb threat no threat at all 

The Daley Center office of Cook 
County Circuit Clerk Dorothy Brown 
was evacuated shortly after noon 
Wednesday when sheriffs police 
responded to a bomb threat and 
found a suspicious metal container 
in a garbage can. The clerk’s office 
was evacuated as a precaution and 
no one was injured, officials said. 

It was determined the item was a 
“discarded electrical device” and 
deemed harmless. Police were inves- 
tigating whether the incident was 
related to a bomb threat involving a 
pending case. 

New co-anchor for 
nightly Fox newscast? 

Jeff Goldblatt, a Chicago-based cor- 
respondent for Fox News Channel, 
has emerged as the odds-on choice 
to become Robin Robinson’s new co- 
anchor on Fox-owned WFLD-Ch. 32’s 
9 p.m. news. Sources close to the 
situation say negotiations are in the 
final stages, and Goldblatt is expect- 
ed to make his on-air debut in around 
two weeks, ostensibly replacing Mark 
Suppelsa, who joined Chicago Tri- 
bune parent Tribune Co.’s WGN-Ch.

“It’s difficult to access,” she said. “It’s very 


remote, very steep and heavily forested.” 

The firefighters had been working at the 
northern end of a fire burning on more than 
27 square miles in the national forest. 

“We are praying for the swift recovery 
of all the victims, and our hearts go out to 
their loved ones,” Gov. Arnold Schwar- 
zenegger said Wednesday 
The helicopter was owned and operated 
by Carson Helicopters, a Pennsylvania com- 
pany whose firefighting operations are based 
in Grants Pass, Ore. All 12 of the company’s 
helicopters are being used for firefighting in 
Oregon and California, said Bob Madden, 
Carson’s director of corporate affairs.

U.S. military officers convicted Osama

“I don’t know if the panel can render fair 
what has already happened,” Mizer said. 

But the Bush administration said Hamdan 
enjoyed a zealous defense and called the ver- 
dict fair.

Greyhound spokeswoman Abby Wam- 
baugh said Wednesday a billboard and some 
tunnel posters near a bus terminal in Toronto 
are still up and would be removed later in the 
day “This is something that we immediate- 
ly asked to be done last week, realizing that 
these could be offensive,” Wambaugh said. 

Vince Weiguang Li, who immigrated to 
Canada from China in 2004, is charged with 
second-degree murder in the death of 22- 
year-old carnival worker Tim McLean. He 
has yet to enter a plea. 

Thirty-seven passengers were aboard 
the Greyhound from Edmonton, Alber- 
ta, to Winnipeg, Manitoba, as it traveled at 
night along a desolate stretch of the Trans-

No ticket, partiers? Be prepared to get kicked out at kickoff

Bears fans tailgating outside Soldier Field without 
a ticket to the game will have to leave the parking 
lots surrounding the stadium at kickoff as part of a 
new effort to tackle unruly behavior. 

But Soldier Field officials said fans shouldn’t be 
crying in their beers — those without tickets will 
still be able to party in the parking lots for up to four 
hours before game time— and return once the final 
whistle blows. 

“Tailgating is not ending,” said Luca Serra, a 
spokesman for Soldier Field. “It’s part of the [game] 
experience for people to come and tailgate. But it’s 


also something that was meant for people who have 
tickets to the game.” 

Serra said he expects some fans will be angry but 
added that the new measure “doesn’t affect a huge 
number of people.” 

The new policy, which will be in place starting 
with the Bears’ first preseason game Thursday night 
against the Kansas City Chiefs, is part of the overall 
effort by the National Football League and the Bears 
to “improve the game -day experience” for fans by 
stopping unruly behavior before it starts, Serra said. 

On Tuesday, the NFL took aim at rowdy fan 
behavior in announcing a new code of conduct 
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policy The league warned that spectators 
who misbehave or become intoxicated will 
be ejected from stadiums and barred from 
coming back. 

The Bears have dubbed their effort 
“Help Stop UnBEARable Behavior.” The 
initiative will include a special-events 
team that will patrol outside and inside 
the stadium looking for behavior that it 
“would deem as not desirable,” said Bears 
spokesman Scott Hagel. 

Fans also will be able to contact security 
by calling 312-235-7999 or texting 312- 
909 -HELP (4357) anonymously to report 
abusive or foul language, overly intoxicated 
fans, smoking, harassment or otherwise 
disruptive behavior. 

Hagel said the Bears do not control the 
parking lots and referred questions about 
the new tailgating policy to Chicago Park 
District officials. 

Once the game starts Thursday night, 
Serra said, security will ask anyone without 
a ticket to leave the parking lot area. He 
said the policy could be enforced by arrest if 
someone refused to leave or gets belligerent. 

The policy affects the north and south 
lots, the Waldron parking deck, the 
Adler Planetarium lot and East Museum 
lot, he said.

Time on the road helps 
give birth to Out For Hours 

By Jennifer Wagner 

FOR REDEYE 

Songwriters Frankie Monacella and Chris Ulrich 
have a history of traveling together. 

Hailing from Riverside, they 
remember carpooling to soccer 
practice together as kids, though 
they weren’t particularly close 
growing up. 

They got reacquainted on a mis- 
sion trip to Oklahoma City to aid victims after a 
May 1999 tornado outbreak. The two played guitar 
and sang to lift the spirits of the weary volunteers. 

In the process, they discovered their own musi- 
cal chemistry. 

“We just started screwing around with the gui- 
tars at night, just playing a few tunes,” Ulrich 
recalls. The experience inspired Monacella to write 
“The Tornado Song” for Out For Hours’ full-length 
debut album, “Save Today Tomorrow.” 

Their band name was inspired by the spirit of the 


journey as well, Ulrich explains. 

“When you’re on a road trip, the best feeling in 
the world is being in that back seat,” he said. “Not 
driving, passed out, you’ve got the best tunes you 
could ever think of playing in the car and you’re just 
out for hours.” 

Monacella adds that “out for hours” were “the 
first lyric{s] of the very first song 
we wrote together.” 

After a few years of writing and 
playing out together, Monacel- 
la and Ulrich decided it was time 
to expand their sound, which is 
where bassist Mark Vazquez and 
drummer Paul Wilhelm came in. The transition from 
an all-acoustic band had a big effect on Monacella. 

“Picking up the electric was like walking into a 
different country,” he said. 

The big switch was a fruitful one for the band, 
which now enjoys bigger shows and more local 
notoriety than ever. 

“We love music, we love playing, we love per- 
forming, and we love the band,” Ulrich says. “We’ve 
been getting better every time we play”

50 years after its birth, the world celebrates the Hula Hoop

The ponytailed photographer pulled up 
to the Tidal Basin. He wheeled a sound sys- 
tem out to a shady spot, whipped out three 
giant blue-and-purple rings, turned up 
the techno dance music and started jam- 
ming. Gyrating and jamming. Two gyrating 
friends joined him— hips moving, wrists 
moving, legs moving. 

A summer evening “hoop jam.” 

Fifty years after the Hula Hoop became 
a summertime sensation, the hippest toy for kids is enjoying a 
renaissance among adults. A new video game for the Nintendo 
Wii features the Hula Hoop as a virtual exercise. YouTube is rife 
with videos depicting wild Hula Hoop performances, including 
one that stars Pixar’s animated robot, WALL-E, clumsily discov- 
ering how to hoop. And fueled by YouTube and social network- 
ing sites, an underground community of adult hoop dancers— or 
hoopers— has blossomed. 

On Friday— 8/8/08 — cities around the globe (including Chi- 
cago) will celebrate World Hoop Day, when hoopers spread their 
love of hooping by giving away Hula Hoops. 

These are not the Hula Hoops you bought ages ago and stashed 
against the garage wall. Or the Hula Hoops collecting cobwebs in 
your attic alongside grandma’s wooden console TV 

We’re talking about modern hoops: oversize, heavy and hand- 
made by hoopers, customized with neon-bright electrical tape in 
crazy-colored patterns. 

“There certainly are people who are literally living the hoop 
life,” said the museum photographer, Max Reid, 39, of Wash- 
ington, D.C. Reid is among the latest converts. Since he first 
picked up a Hula Hoop as an adult two months ago, he has 
attended hooping classes every Monday night at a studio in 
Mount Rainier, Md. 

The students learn how to dance and do figure eights with a 
hoop. They learn how to spin a hoop on their arms, thighs and 
neck, to move a hoop between their right and left hands. They 
learn how to gracefully pick up a hoop when it falls, as if no mis- 
take was made. In short, they become performers. 

At the end, instructor Noelle Powers puts on Mozart and 
teaches them to stretch with their hoops. 

Powers tells her students that hooping is a meditative exercise, 
a workout for the body and mind. The hoop creates a sacred cir- 
cle around them, she said, and can be a metaphor for life. 

“It might sound silly,” added Martine “Hoopzilla” Koissy, 31, of 
North Bethesda, Md., “but I feel like the hoop is spinning away 
the negativity that I have inside.” 

The Hula Hoop wasn’t supposed to be spiritual or meditative. 
It was supposed to sell. And it did. 


When California toymaker Wham-O 
introduced the Hula Hoop in 1958. It became 
an instant icon, the granddaddy of all fads. 

“It’s got to be right up there with Monop- 
oly and Barbie as one of the most ubiq- 
uitous toys there is,” said toy historian 
Tim Walsh, who has written a book about 
Wham-O that will be published in Octo- 
ber. 

But almost as quickly as the Hula Hoop 
became an American sensation, demand 
fizzled, and a new idiom entered the vernacular: It went the way 
of the Hula Hoop. 

Wham-O eventually brought it back, including a version with 
a ball inside the plastic cylinder that makes a shoop- 
shoop sound. (That one sells for $5.) Kids 
competed to set records for contin- 
uous revolution. (Eight-year- 
old Mary Jane Freeze of the 
U.S. reportedly hooped 
for 10 hours 47 minutes 
straight in 1976.) 

Then adults caught 
on to the craze and 
started making their 
own hoops. This new 
wave of hooping was 
born out West. During 
the 1990s, Colorado-based 
jam rock band the String Cheese 
Incident would fling Hula Hoops 
into the crowd at concerts. Soon people 
started dancing with hoops at countercultural parties 
and burlesque shows. 

Wham-O wouldn’t divulge exact figures, but the company says 
sales are up 20 percent this year alone. 

“It’s definitely a resurging sport,” said Chris Guirlinger, Wham- 
O’s vice president of marketing and licensing. “It’s become a fit- 
ness activity” 

Powers, 31, was living in Seattle a few years ago when a friend 
got her hooked. 

“I got a hoop right away, and I started making them, bring- 
ing them to parties and performing impromptu, improv kind of 
things, and it took off from there,” Powers said. “I just totally fell 
in love with it.” 

Some, like hooper Annie O’Keeffe of San Francisco, dance with 
flaming hoops. “I have so many tricks under my belt. I hoop with 
fire. I hoop with lights,” said O’Keeffe, 35, who founded World 
Hoop Day three years ago. [ the boston globe contributed. ]

standing, but I’m definitely the funniest 
candidate for president.”

The idea got its start at a meeting of the 
“Last Comic Standing” writers, according 
to show executive producer David 
Friedman. Originally the idea was to have 


the show’s five finalists cut their own 
“campaign” ads, since this is an election 
year and American viewers also get to vote 
for wins the annual competition series. 
Anyway, that idea somehow morphed 
into approaching the two presidential 
wannabes, both of whom said yes. 

McCain’s ad was shot on NBC’s lot last 
month, when he was taping an episode 
of NBC Universal’s syndicated Ellen 
DeGeneres talk show. Obama’s was 
shot last week at the Omni Shoreham in 
Washington. 

Friedman says the two candidates’

Mackinac Island, Mich., with its Victorian sensibility, its fudge 
and ice cream, and its clopping horses, is magic to folks who 
adore Victorian sensibility, fudge, etc. 

The Upper Peninsula, on the other hand, is an entirely differ- 
ent kind of “island,” its isolation and sometimes harsh weather 
(plus a mining and lumber legacy) combining with broad tracts of 
near-wilderness to create a culture all its own. 

For visitors, that means lots of unspoiled coastline on three 
Great Lakes, towns in economic transition and locals who, in the 
tradition of frontier, will treat you as instant friends, [tribune ]

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FOR JUST A DAY

When Edie Peterson shows her friends 
the scrapbook she assembled after a recent 
trip to Niagara Falls, they always ask one 
disbelieving question: “How long were you 
there?” 

Her answer: less than a 
day 

When Peterson visited 
the falls in early July, she 
woke up in her own bed in 
Dixon, 111 ., and slept in it 
that night. Along with her 
husband, two daughters 
and nearly 130 strangers, 
she flew to Niagara Falls for 
a 12-hour trip that a spokes- 
man for Chicago Rockford 
International Airport said 
is fast becoming a regular 
feature. It began with that 
inaugural flight into Niagara Falls Interna- 
tional Airport. 

“Going for the day was just unbeliev- 
able,” said Peterson, a 49 -year-old stay- 
at-home mom. “Seeing the falls and then 
being home that night in your own bed, 
that’s what’s so cool.” 

Also cool, she said, was skipping the big- 
gest hassles usually associated with travel: 
packing, booking hotel rooms and renting 
a car. When she went to Niagara Falls, all 
she brought was a small purse and a digital 
camera. Not even a jacket. 

Airport Executive Director Bob 
O’Brien said he first envisioned such day 
trips as a marketing tool about 10 years 
ago, when he ran Springfield’s airport. His 
board of directors shot him down, he said. 

In his fifth year at the helm of Rock- 


ford’s airport, his current board liked the 
idea. 

The airport has since chartered such 
trips to Indianapolis, Mackinac Island, 
Mich, (by way of Pellston, Mich.), and 
a second spin to Niaga- 
ra Falls. Round-trip air- 
fare usually starts at about 
$150 (plus taxes and fees), 
and all but the Indianapo- 
lis trip sold out in less than 
24 hours. 

“I think the economy 
might be working to our 
advantage,” O’Brien said. 
“People can’t afford multi- 
day trips, so they’re taking 
one-day trips.” 

The airport charters the 
flights with Atlanta-based 
Southern Skyways, one of 
the three airlines that fly into and out of 
Rockford International, a small airport 
trying to distinguish itself in a region dom- 
inated by O’Hare, Midway, Milwaukee’s 
General Mitchell International and Dane 
County Regional in Madison, Wis. 

Rockford’s airport makes no money on 
the venture and needs to sell out to break 
even, O’Brien said. 

“The profit for us comes by these pas- 
sengers discovering the airport,” he said, 
“and by the industry wondering what the 
hell we’re doing now— which is a good 
thing for us.” 

O’Brien has basic standards when plan- 
ning the trips: no flights longer than 90 
minutes and destinations close to airports. 

“No one wants to fly for an hour to ride 
a bus for two hours,” he said.

“She is probably 18 to 35, stylish, confident 
and fashion-forward,” she said. “She is a jet- 
setter who loves what she does, 
who is ambitious, sophisticat- 
ed and professional. She works 
hard and plays hard.” 

Shorty items are $400 and 
less. 

‘Any higher and you start 
to lose people,” Hudon says. 

Besides keeping a woman’s 
wallet in mind, Hudon said 
Shorty is “very conscious of 
women’s silhouettes, and we 
produce things that fit really well.” 

Hudon, who is 5-foot-2, says excess 
fabric often can be a problem for some 
women— a problem Shorty aims to solve, 
though she is quick to add that Shorty is 
by no means an Asian-only or petite-only 
line. 

Hudon also says the line focuses on min- 
imizing problem areas that many women 
have. 

“That’s why all our leggings are high-

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The next step in shoe trends

In the footwear war between style and 
substance, comfort remains king. 

Shoemakers are streamlining their styles 
and injecting coziness into their shoes 
more than ever before, Leslie Gallin said 
after scouring the offerings at the World 
Shoe Association show last week in Las 
Vegas. 

The former Geoffrey Beene vice pres- 
ident hand-picks the high-end brands 
showcased at The Collections at the show. 

Gallin noticed these five footwear 
trends that could help shoe buyers make 
dashing decisions. 

□ Keep comfort close 

Shoe designers are making way for 
such amenities as silicone foot insoles that 
add cushy support and specially treated 
leathers that help shoes fit like gloves. 

“I think Generation X realized it first,” 
Gallin said. “The Baby Boomers were still 
sacrificing comfort for style. Then we 
finally discovered you can have both. Now, 
I think everyone is on the same page.” 


Pi Animal stampede 

Call it a comeback. From python to 
zebra skin, animal-printed shoes stamped- 
ed across the WSA Show in several differ- 
ent styles. This time, however, texture has 
become just as important as the pattern 
itself. Shoemakers are now making it a 
point to infuse slick and velvety depth into 
animal-printed shoes without compromis- 
ing the integrity of your own hooves. 

“It doesn’t have to be real, but it doesn’t 
also have to appear fake,” Gallin said. 
“Manufacturers are doing a great deal with 
paper. It’s eco-friendly and looks like snake 
skin, yet it’s strong enough to use to make 
shoes and handbags.” 

Pi Old is new again and again 

■id Vintage styles and colors from 
the 1930s to the 1950s have left a lasting 
impression on the footwear industry. Jew- 
el tones and old-school metallics, such as 
rose gold and muted silver, continue to be 
popular choices for women’s’ footwear. 
Peep-toed shoes also have become an ele- 
gant but not over-the-top shoe construc- 


tion staple while classic 1- to 2-inch heels 
provide modern comfort. 

“That really translates across Ameri- 
ca regardless of price-point,” Gallin said. 
“They tend to be far more realistic. Yes, 
the high, high heels are certainly here, but 
that’s more for dressing up and going out, 
not necessarily your average shoe.” 

Making another statement 

The green movement has extended 
to your feet. Almost. 

“It still has away to go,” Gallin said. “It’s 
going to take Europe embracing this trend 
and mixing it with the technology.” 

Meanwhile, non-leather vegan shoes 
were more prominent at the WSA Show 
thanks to advances in synthetic manu- 
facturing and chemical treatments. 

The materials are virtually identical 
to their genuine counterparts, 
but they’re still more expen- 
sive, which means consum 
ers looking for animal-free 
shoes don’t have quite as 
many options. 


Pi Flats: Always in style 

kd Don’t worry, ladies. Flats— balleri- 
na, square, platform, whatever— are here 
to stay Gallin said the simple style that’s 
been sweeping the industry in the past five 
years shows no signs of leveling. 

“Every maturation of flat is here to stay,” 
Gallin said. “That kind of comfort will 

never go out 
of style.”

Cindy McCain and 
Michelle Obama are at the 
opposite ends of the style spectrum. 
McCain is very proper in brightly colored 
dresses with matching jackets; Obama is 
more dramatic in bell sleeves with an occa- 
sional flash of cleavage. 

“There’s no way they could be sisters 
and exchange clothes,” says image consul- 
tant Ginger Burr. They do, however, have a 
shared affinity for bead necklaces, particu- 
larly pearls— and the chunkier the better. 

Obama, just named to Vanity Fair’s Inter- 
national Best Dressed List alongside the 
likes of Carla Bruni- Sarkozy and Sarah Jessi- 
ca Parker, wore a single strand of large, white 
pearls around her neck with a purple dress 
and funky black belt when her husband 
claimed the Democratic nomination. 

McCain paired earth-tone South Sea 
pearls with a brown jacket and, on anoth- 
er day, wore a funky baroque necklace with 
uneven-shaped pearls to complement a 
navy suit. 

“A chunky necklace needs a confident 
woman to carry it off,” says Rae Ann Her- 
man, Glamour magazine’s accessories 
director. “Beads are statement pieces.” 

She’s not surprised, though, that McCain 
and Obama have taken to wearing them, 
because they both seem to be more style- 
conscious than the public is used to see- 
ing in its first ladies — save Jackie Kennedy, 
another pearl wearer. 

“To me, pearls are Step i on what to wear 
if you want to become a first lady,” says styl- 
ist Mary Alice Stephenson. “Both Michelle 
and Cindy are channeling Jackie O: They 
wear streamlined clothing with pearls.” 


TIPS FOR WEARING PEARLS 

» Rae Ann Herman, accessories edi- 
tor at Glamour, says the key to wear- 
ing chunky pearls or beads is not to 
overaccessorize the rest of the outfit. 
“If you have on a major belt, stay away 
from a big necklace, and don't wear a 
huge earring with the huge necklace. 
Choose your statement and wear it.” 

» Stylist Mary Alice Stephenson, styl- 
ist, notes that pearls work for every 
budget because, as lovely as the very 
expensive Tahitian pearls are, there 
are serviceable faux pearls at mass 
retailers for $29.99, Stephenson says. 
» Ginger Burr, founder of Total Image 
Consultants in Lynn, Mass., has a guid- 
ing rule for pearls and beads: Wom- 
en with small features should wear 
small-scale beads— maybe multiple 
strands— while women with larger fea- 
tures can wear the larger beads. [ ap ] 


Herman thinks the potential first ladies 
are taking cues from the runway, noting 
that chunky jewelry has made inroads with 
the fashion crowd over the past year. 

“We’ve seen so much statement jewel- 
ry— bigger necklaces, bigger bracelets, big- 
ger earrings— and it always trickles down to 
all price points,” she says. 

They also are showing that they’re savvy: 
“You use accessories to make your ward- 
robe more exciting. If you’re not buying 
new clothes, then you’re investing in new 


jewelry, even if it’s 
costume jewelry” 

By choosing pearls and 
beads instead of diamonds, Stephen- 
son adds, Obama and McCain are avoiding 
questions about cost. 

She thinks they may have learned from 
Hollywood stars the importance of incor- 
porating a “Wow!” moment into each day’s 
outfit— and that it’s best to wear it from 
the waist up. The added bonus of the neck- 
lace is that it draws onlookers’ eyes toward 
the face. 

“You can look severe and bare if you’re not 
wearing a necklace, which makes you look 
feminine and elegant,” Stephenson says. 

Burr says McCain sometimes success- 
fully uses necklaces to lighten and bright- 
en her face— counteracting some criticism 
that she looks too uptight. 

However, Burr didn’t like a round, multi- 
colored pearl necklace that McCain paired 
with a green dress with a boat-shaped neck- 
line that served as the starting point for 
open pleats down the bodice. 

‘A necklace should fit into the neckline 
of the dress. The green with the mixed 
pearls looked good but the neckline is too 
high, and there’s too much detail around 
it,” she says. That said, pearls do look good 
on McCain, she says. 

“Some women default to pearls when 
they don’t know what else to do. I don’t 
think that’s happening with her. She’s using 
the necklace to complete an outfit and give 
insight into her personality” 

Burr recalls seeing Obama in black 
beads— a sign that she likes clothes with a 
little more drama and flair. She also likes to 
see Obama in white pearl earrings, but not 
necessarily necklaces. 


POP FASHION 

Chunky 
and funky

The chunky— and sometimes col- 
ored-pearls that Michelle Obama 
and Cindy McCain have been wear- 
ing on the campaign trail are not your 
grandmother’s pearls. They are trendy 
pearls and styles that are still selling 
strong even in this economic down- 
turn, according to pearl jeweler Tara. 

CEO Sonny Sethi reports sales 
are up in all categories of pearls, but 
especially rare and expensive black 
Tahitian and gold South Sea pearls. 
There is a lot of interest in free-form 
baroque pearls, which have more of 
an artistic look than a strand of per- 
fectly rounded, perfectly matched 
pearls, he says. 

Otherwise, there is a lot of 
experimentation in the 
industry mixing more 
traditional pearls 
with other materials, 
including diamonds, 
beads and metals. 

Statement neck- 
laces and cuff- 
style bracelets are 
probably the most 
modern pieces, 
according to Sethi, 
although earrings 
are the most consis- 
tently popular. 

He says powerful 
women — McCain, 

Obama, Oprah
